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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues the prior art fails to teach or 
suggest rod or joystick being attached for either right or left handed use. The claim language does not require the ability to switch 
between the right and left side of the microscope. The claim language states "position said rod on the left or right side of the upper stage." 
This language requires only that the rod be placed on either the right or left side, not a dynamic switching between the right and left side. 
Applicant argues the prior art fails to teach or suggest the the more than one location language of claim 17 requires the left and right side 
of the microscope stage. Again the language does not require this interpretation. The language only requires the the joystick be 
connected to the upper stage at multiple locations. 
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
